Are Muslims divided? 
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Before the coming of the most respected and beloved Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (3 there was widespread chaos and turmoil on the 
land of Arabia. When the teachings of Islam were preached, people 
came out from the darkness of evil practices and became the best people 
of their time. Islamic teachings were so powerful that they directly 
influenced the minds of many intellectuals of that time. One of those 
blessed messages 1s the message of equality, equity, peace and justice. 


Today a propaganda 1s being spread that 
a Danish Muslim ts different than a Polish one, an African Muslim ts 
different than an English one, a German different than an American, 
a Chinese different than a Pakistani, an Indian different than a 8S. 
Lankan one, an Afghan different than his Bangladeshi counterpart. 
But are Muslims really divided on the basis of their nationalities? 
Let’s find out. 


There 1s no such division or discrimination 
between Muslims on the basis of their caste, race, nationality, social 
status etc. Rather all the Muslims are brothers as decreed by Allah: 


“(all the) Muslims are brothers (to one another), therefore 
make peace between the two brothers and fear Allah that 
the mercy may be shown to you.” Qur'an (49:10) 


In another place it ts stated: 


“And hold fast, all together, by the rope of Allah, and be 
not divided among yourselves.” Qur'an (3:103) 


Furthermore, it 1s stated: 


“And be not like those who were divided (in sections) and 
disagreed among themselves, after this that bright signs 
had come to them and for them there is mighty torment.” 
Qur'an (3:105) 


Under this verse Hazrat Sadr ul Afaxil Syed Naeem Uddin 
Moradabaadi o\yoy\,4% Slade writes: 


“In this verse Muslims have been ordered 
to be harmonious and unified among themselves and it was ordered to 
abstain from disputes and providing causes of disputes, In Ahadith 
also there is emphasis on this and it has been strictly prohibited to 
separate from the group of Muslims. Whichever sect (Firqa) 1s born 
disobeys this very command when it comes into existence and commits 
the crime of creating differences in the Muslim group and according 
to the commandment of Hadith it 1s the prey of Satan”. (May Allah 
save us from this) 


From the above discussion we can clearly 
deduce that if a person has the correct beliefs of Islam, he 1s a Sunni 
Sahthul Aqeedah Muslim, abiding by all the prerequisites of being a 


true Sunni, a follower of Maslak e Ala Hazrat , oye) >| ads then 


surely he is in the group of Muslims and all the Muslims are brothers, 
no matter whatever may be their nationality, creed, race or color. 


If we analyze the blessed Ahadith 
(Prophetic narrations), we can easily come to know about the oneness 
and unity Islam has given to all the Muslims in the whole world. For 
instance, some narrations are being quoted below: 


“The Messenger of Allah se said, ‘The parable of the 
believers in their aftection, mercy, and compassion for 
each other is that of a body. When any limb aches, the 


whole body reacts with sleeplessness and fever.” 
[ Bukharz] 


In the same Bukhari tt ts stated: 


“Allah forgives him who relieves a Muslim of his 
burden or who helps an oppressed person.” [ Bukhari] 


The above narrations are a clear evidence of the message that all 
Muslims are brothers to one another and that they must help each 
other in times of trouble.

Today if some so called Scholars are trying to divide Muslims based 
on their nationalities, for some worldly benefits, then they are 
misusing the high stations given to them from the blessed court of
